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PORT COLBORNE — Lake Erie can be a 
dangerous place for boaters. 

The shallowness of the great lake can make 
navigating tricky In many places and when 
the wind picks up, small waves can suddenly 
increase in height and in ferocity.

The dedicated volunteers from the Port 
Colborne Marine Auxiliary Rescue (Pocomar) 
unit are always on standby, ready to rush out 
in all weather conditions to help boaters. 

One of those crew members is Jeff Richard, 
who has been with the rescue unit for 10 
years now.

P ort Colborne Marine Auxiliary Rescue (Pocomar) unit 
is consistently one of the busiest marine search and 
rescue auxiliary units in ail of central and Arctic 
Canada. 

Last year it responded to 32 calls on Lake Erie. 

While that number may not seem all that high, consider 
the fact the area the unit covers is roughly 570 square kilo¬ 
metres of Lake Erie. That’s a lot of lake to cover. 

And it’s covered by 35 volunteers using just two boats. 
Though Pocomar mainly operates in the waters directly 
off of Port Colborne, the loint Rescue Co-ordination Centre 
in Trenton often tasks it to respond to calls from the Niag¬ 
ara River to the Grand River in Dunnville, and beyond. 

The rescue unit is sent out by Trenton, but also works 
with the Canadian Coast Guard through its radio station in 
Prescott. It also works with the U.S. Coast Guard at times 
and private rescue vessels. When a call comes out, the duty 
coxswain and crew are paged and head to the docks at 
Sugarloaf Harbour Marina. 

Those crews are all trained in boat-handling skills and 
have V.H.F. radio operator certificates. They also learn how 
to tie knots and, though it’s not a requirement, they have 
boat operating licences. 

When those calls come out, the volunteers could be in 
the middle of a family barbecue or just enjoying a day off. 

But they all willingly rush down to Sugarloaf Harbour 
Marina, get into one of their two rescue vessels, and head 
out on the lake, no matter what the weather conditions. 

For anyone who has ever been out on Lake Erie when 
the weather has picked up, you know it’s not a place you 
want to be. 

And the tasks (calls) the unit head out for can be any¬ 
thing from a sinking vessel, someone stranded on a shoal 
rocks, a boat suffering mechanical problems or something 
as simple as a boat with an empty gas tank. 

We salute the men and women who make up Pocomar 
and believe it is an often overlooked and under appreci¬ 
ated resource in the city of Port Colborne and beyond. 

We think the Canadian Coast Guard needs go beyond 
just funding the unit for tasks it is sent out on. It should 
cover the cost of fuel when the members are out training 
and help the local unit, and all auxiliary rescue units, as 

If you’re a boater, you should thank the crew the next 
time you pass them on the dock at the marina. 

Because if you’re ever in trouble, they’ll be there for you.

Family business rock solid

PORT COLBORNE — They make more than headstones 
at Glenmount Memorials. 

“We can carve into rocks for people’s gardens, do pet 
memorials and even small rocks for weddings,” owner Tim 
Sturman said during an open house at the Port Colbome- 
based business last weekend. 

Glenmount Memorials was founded in 1951 by Frank 
and Helen Greensides, on Glenmount St. in Hamilton. The 
business was later moved to the Gasline area of Port Col- 
borne and was purchased by William and Margaret Stur¬ 
man in 1961. 

Sturman said the Greensides were family friends and the 
business was originally right across from its current loca¬ 
tion on Hwy. 3. 

“Ten years ago my wife Dianne and I took it over.” 

Today, the company has six employees who make a few 
hundred headstones a year for cemeteries across Niagara, 
though the main focus is on the Port Colborne, Fort Erie 
and Welland area. The company has a sales office in 
Welland 

“We're the only company in Port Colborne and one of 
the few that manufacture our own monuments."

Sturman said the company is affiliated with the Quebec- 
based Rock of Ages Corp. That company purchases granite 
from around the world and makes the headstone to design 
specifications that Glenmount’s customers want. 

When headstones arrive at Glenmount, staff use high- 
pressure sand blasting to carve out letters, names, designs 
and shapes each customer wants. 

“We cover them in rubber to protect the stone and use 
relief carvings to make the designs.” 

Rubber layers are pulled off the headstones during the 
process to give depth to letters and designs. 

Sturman said polish is taken off stones so letters and 
designs show up. 

It can take up to a few months from start to finish to 
make a headstone. Sturman said people can choose from 
headstones on site that already have some designs in them 
and that can help shorten the process a bit. 

In addition to making new headstones, Sturman said the 
company works with area cemeteries to fix, repair, restore 
and clean any broken or old headstones.

Port poverty projects net $220,000 




PORT COLBORNE — The lakeside city’s Three Bridges 
neighbourhood received a big boost from the region 
Monday. 

Niagara Property Initiative announced it will be invest¬ 
ing $220,000 to fund nine poverty reduction and neigh¬ 
bourhood development projects in Port Colborne. 

The funding will address four key themes: youth engage¬ 
ment, healthy living, family engagement and neighbour¬ 
hood/business engagement. 

Eight agencies will oversee the various projects, which 
include a community food bank, furniture bank, after 
school and summer recreation program, nutrition pro¬ 
gram and neighbourhood engagement strategy. 

The funding is part of a $1.5-million investment in seven 
Niagara neighbourhoods identified as most in need. The 
neighbourhoods were identified using a number of indica¬ 
tors including education, unemployment and income 
levels, as well as percentage of income spent on housing. 

Mayor Vance Badawey said the region, in partnership 
with die municipalities, has a strategy in place to address 
an issue people don’t often like to talk about. 

“That’s the issue of poverty,” he said, while standing out 
front of the Port Cares Reach Out Centre. 

“Poverty is a reality in every community in Canada and 
Niagara, including Port Colborne. It certainly is a reality for 
many individuals living in the Three Bridges neighbour- 


in the ventures the city has 
>n through a number of partnerships with both local 
agencies and government bodies to address the challenges 
that eidst within the community.

He said the groups, agencies and volunteers work “tire¬ 
lessly” to address these issues in hopes of achieving one 
common goal — the increased prosperity for individuals, 
families and neighbourhoods in Port Colborne and the 
region. 

Regional Coun. Bob Saracino said it was an emotional 
day for him to travel back to the neighbourhood where he 
was born and raised. 

He told the crowd it was moving to see investment being 
made to assist the development of the neighbourhood and 
lifestyle of the residents within it.

Coaches needed 


WAINFLEET — The lines on the pitch have been 
painted, new nets are up and hundreds of youths are regis¬ 
tered for the 33rd season of Wainfleet Youth Soccer, how¬ 
ever, club executives have been scrambling to find volun¬ 
teers and parents to coach and help out. 

League president Dave Brown said the executive has 
been hard at work during the past few weeks preparing for 
the season which kicks off next Tuesday evening. 

However, when it comes to coaches to lead this year’s 
371 players, not many parents or volunteers are stepping 
up to the plate — or, more accurately—onto the sidelines. 

From 1977 until last year, organizers didn’t have prob¬ 
lems encouraging people to volunteer as coaches. 

“Parents would start their kids off in the sprites division 
and volunteer through the next four divisions,” Brown 
said, noting that some parents would volunteer to coach 


extra teams. 

The league also has solid sponsorships that help pay for 
referees and other costs. “Money is not the issue. It’s there 
and that gets us equipment, jerseys and balls.” 

The league has four divisions — sprites, squirts, atoms 
and mosquitoes — for children aged five to 16 whose fami¬ 
lies pay $25 for the season plus a jersey deposit and $50 for 
non-residents who come from Dunnville, Pelham, Port 
Colborne and as far as Vineland to play in the Wainfleet 
league. 

“We’re struggling this vear. We’re making phone calls 
and begging people. You don’t want to beg,” Vic Denobriga, 
a member of the club executive, said. 

The league is seeking parents of players, teens or volun¬ 
teers from the community who can chip in on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays until mid-August. Games start start at 6:30 
p.m. in the 12-field park behind Wainfleet Township Hail. 

Brown said it doesn’t matter if volunteers have no coach¬ 
ing experience, adding that the league would hold a coach¬ 
ing seminar at Wainfleet Arena to teach novice coaches 
some basic soccer moves and drills to pass along to their 
players. 

This year Wainfleet Youth Soccer intends to just scrape 


by with volunteers pulling double duty to help coach addi¬ 
tional teams. 

However, Brown warned if the shortage continues, next 
year’s registration will be reduced, and teams will be lim¬ 
ited to the number of coaches available. 

If additional volunteers want to help but don’t have 
much experience, they can be paired with a more experi¬ 
enced coach to learn the do’s and dont’s of soccer. 

A few game nights during the regular season are substi¬ 
tuted with practices to help players learn. 

Even high school students seeking community service 
hours can help out with coaching duties.

• Acceptable materials include: paints, cleaners, pro¬ 
pane tanks, pool cleaners, medication, syringes, fertilizers, 
pesticides, batteries and motor oil. These products contain 
corrosive, toxic, flammable or explosive ingredients that 


require proper disposal. 

• All materials must be well-capped, in original contain¬ 
ers, or placed in substitute containers that are properly 
labelled. 

• OR must be delivered to the depot in sealed containers, 
no larger than 20 litres each. Barrels and/or drums of oil 
will not be accepted. 

• Gasoline must be in a sealed container or existing fuel 
container. Gasoline will not be emptied at the depot, so 
the container and the contents will be taken, for safe dis- 

• Unacceptable materials include: ammunition, explo¬ 


sives, radioactive or pathological wastes, smoke detectors, 
microwaves, PCBs, light ballasts and commercial or indus¬ 
trial hazardous waste. 

A reuse table will be set up at the depot for residents to 
pick up products, such as paint and cleaners for reuse, free 
of charge. 

All available materials are inspected by the attendant, to 
ensure that products are still re-usable.
